This modern plant, with a new 
warehouse addition will cease to 
operate as of Oct. 31st, thereby 
ending 34 years of production.

The year 1955saw many chan- 
ges in the plont with the instal- 
lation of a new press for the can- 
ning of apple juice under the 
Ripe label. Later, citrus 
juices shipped as concentrates 
from such far away locations as 
Australia, South Africa, South 
America and Florida were also 
packed for Soico brand, this 
change resulting in a year-round 
Operation and more permanent 
employment. 

Edgewater Canners were the 
first in Conoda to pack citrus 
juices in this manner. In 1968 
they began canning for Dominion 
Stores and a new warehouse was 
erected.

The Threat to Prince Edward County 


(From The Telegram, Sept. 3) 

Hockley Valley, a beautifully 
verdant upland recreation and 
farming area is threatened by in-' 
terests that want to mine it for 
sand and gravel. 

Prince Edward County, an is- 
land of clean air, clear woters 
and greenery off the shore of Lake 
Ontario, is threatened by local 
politicians and an international 
company whowant tobuild a $75 
to $100 million paper mill in Hil- 
lier Township, 17 miles west of 
Picton. 

But a large and active group 
of Prince Edward County citizens 
aren't ready to accept without 
murmur the blessings of industrial 
ization. It's o healthy and hope- 
ful sign. Too often the residents 


| of similar regions are soeager for 
the short-term benefits of hasty 
development that they fail to re- 
cognize what they'll lose. 

Not the people of Prince Ed- 
ward, the Lord be praised; they 
made it plain at a meeting in 
Wellington recently that they 
consider their country's vacation, 
recreation, fishing, farming and 
esthetic assets to b e worth far 
more than anything a pulp and 
paper mill can bring them. 

Here isa case in which the 
Ontario Government, which has 
all the necessary power, should 
act quickly to keep the mill out 
‘and prevent the air pollution, the 
water pollution and other unde- 
sirable effects it would bring. 

Prince Edward County, regard* 
less of the misguided manoeuvr-_ 


ings of local politicians, doesnot 
particularlyneed any heavy indus- 
try. It absolutely does not need 
the pulp and paper industry that 

has fouled the water and poisoned 
the air of so many Northern Ont- 
ario districts. 

IF the Province of Ontario re- 
quires another pulp mill, itshould 
be placed in an area that's al- 
ready industrialized. We suggest 
the sponsors of the proposed Prin- 
ce Edward mill won'tbetoo enthu- 
siastic about such a course, how- 
ever. We have a suspicion that 
Prince Edward County looks ex- 
tremely attractive as a probable 
area of cheap land and cheap 
labor. 

A number of factors suggest 
that this is probably the case.

This September is a busy month 
for the Mohawk people at Tyen- 
dinaga. On the | Labour Day 
week-end (Sept. 5th and 6th), 
official Opening Ceremonies took 
place at the Mohawk Recreation 
Park, formerly known as Hickory 
Nut Grove. A 12-acre area on 
‘the Bay of Quinte shore near Des- 
eronto was officially turned over 
‘on Sunday to the Reserve Recrea- 
tion Committee, a five-man body 
headed by Mike Brant. The new 
park has been put in shape by 
about $1200 in cash and a great 
deal of volunteer labour. 

Taking part in the ceremony 
were Lee Grills of Belleville, 
MP for Hastings, Clarke Rollins, 
MILA of Bancroft, Mayor Russell 
Scott of Belleville, Mayor Har- 
vey McFarland of Picton, Mayor 
James Sharpe of Deseronto, and 
Mr. John McGilp of the Canad- 
ian Department of Indian Affairs. 

Chief Earl Hill and his band 
council in full Indian dress, wel- 
comed the above dignitaries 
along with Indian Chiefs from 
Brantford and Mississauga. 

After the ceremony, guests 
were serveda turkey dinner at 
the reserve's council house. 

On Sunday morning, previous 
to the ceremony, a parade and 
church service were held. Fol- 
lowing the ceremony, visitors 
enjoyed watching a Tug-of-War 
and Indian Dancers and listening 
to traditional Mohawk songs. 

Festivities and contests during 
the previous day included races 
of all kinds, a step dancing con- 
test, fiddler's contest, a square 
dance and Mohawk singing. 
| Corn soup, a traditional Mohawk 
dish, was available along with 
the more common hot dogs and 
hamburgs throughout the day. 


MOHAWK RECREATION PARK 

The history of the Mohawk 
| Recreation Park is an interesting 
one. For many years picnics 
were held on avery small portion 
of this park. It was then known 
as Hickory Nut Grove. Over 
the years under-brush made it 
impossible to use. For the last 
twenty years it was an eyesore; 
bushy and weedy. 

The land to the east of this 
grove was farmland belonging to 
the Diocese of Ontario, surrend- 
ered some time ago for the min- 
ister's benefit. 

When the idea of a park was | 
introduced to the Band Council, 
the first thing that was discussed 
was the land belonging to the 
Diocese. The Diocese was con~ 
tacted and after a discussion the 
idea was finalized. The Diocese 
would prepare the papers and 
turn seven acres back to the 
Band for park purposes. This, 
along with five more acres was 
to make our park.

4 cup granulated sugar

i tsp. cinnamon 

1 med. peach, peeled and sliced 

1 med. pear, peeled and sliced 

3 - 4 plums, halved 

1 med. apple, cored and cubed 

% cup maraschino cherries, drain- 
ed and halved 

4 cup seedless raisins, washedand 
plumped 

+ cup slivered almonds, toasted — 
optional 

OR 

4 cup coconut, toasted - optional 
Mix cornstarch and sugar, add 

orange juice and flavorings. Heat 

stirring occasionally, until mix- 

ture is smooth and thickened.

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SILO FILLING WARNING 

Every yeor there are a few 
cases of farm operators falling 
victims of "silo filler's" disease. 
What this is, is a gas that under 
special circumstances forms in the 
silo. The gas is formed with the 
fermentation of crops with a high 
nitrogen base. It actually is a 
combination of nitrogey oxides 
and carbon dioxide. 

Special circumstances are spec- 
ial things such as crops that are 
stunted due to hail, drought or 
some other cause. Other circum- 
stances are things like ashut-down 
on silo filling fora few days or 
in some cases just over night. 
Then with our modem air tight 
silos we have a normal collector 
for any gases formed. 

The two things to watch for 
that are most readily detected are 
yellow brown fumes in the silo 
and bleach like odors around the 
silo. These should serve as warn- 
ings if by any chance trouble has 
occurred. 

Donald Presant, our Agricul- 
tural Engineer points out that you 
can take simple precautions: 

1. Use yournose and eyes before 
entering a silo that is being filled. 
2. Start.the blower and leave it 
running for afew minutes toclear 

out any possible gases before en- 
tering the silo. 

3. Don't be too anxious and leave 
the doors out of thesilo until 
actually need them as step by 
step the filling takes place. 

4. Medical help should be sou- 
ght for anyone who has been ex- 


ou 


posed to gas for any length of 
time as soon as possible. 

The greatest danger period 
then must be assumed for the time 
of actual silo filling and for about 
sixty hours ofterwards

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The residents of Prince Ed- 
ward County are worried by the 
possibility that a Kraft Pulp Mill 
may be built at Huyck's Point. 
They are concerned that the mill 
could cause further pollution of 
Lake Ontorio and that its pre- 
sence will be smelt in the future. 

Pollution, high costs of hous- 
ing and rapidly rising food prices 
are some of the problems we worry 
about in Canada. We belong to 
a developed country, one of the 
select group of nations where 
food shortages are unknown to 
most residents. We accept cen- 
tral heating, and perhaps even 
air conditioning, in our homes, 
together with washers, dryers, 
stoves, refrigerators and other 
appliances. They are part of the 
luxurious North American stand- 
ard of living. 

In the underdeveloped countries 
the greatest worry that most people 
face is where they will get 
their next meal. Not only is food 
scarce, but meals are usually un- 
balanced and short of protein. 
Children die of starvation and 
suffer from protein deficiency. 

A large proportion of the people 
in cities have no home; they live 
on the streets. Most people can- 
not read or write ond if they 
could, books are scarce. They 

cannot get to know why their life 
is hard, or what to do about it. 

A number of scientists are wor- 
ried by the possible effects of 
supersonic transport planes, in- 
creasing atmospheric dust and 
carbon dioxide, from bumt fuel, 
and other factors which may up- 
set the earth's temperature. They 
cannot decide whether the polar 
ice caps may melt and the rising 
seas may drown cities like New 
York, London ond Paris, or whe- 
ther another ice age will occur 
with ice a hundred or more feet 
thick over the Great Lakes re- 
gion.

If the pro- 
jected Asian population of 1980 
were to have even the modest 
standard of living of the Japan- 
ese, they would need the follow- 


ing extra items (present world crops 
are in parentheses): 9U billion 
tons of rice (present production 
172 billion tons), 66 million tons 
of fish (present production 35.3 
million tons), 300 million living 
quarters and 120 thousand ele~ 
mentary schools. 

The problem becomes over- 
whelming when we consider that 
the populations of developed 
countries are doubling in 50 to 
200 years and those of under de- 
veloped countries in20to35 years 
In 37 years time the total popul- 
ation of the world will have risen 
from the present 34 billion to 
twice that figure. There will be 
twice as many mouths to feed, 
twice as many bodies to be hous- 
ed and clothed. Twice as many 
schools will be needed. The list 
can go on and on. 

Why? Consider John Smith 
who has ten children; all future 
Smiths produce ten young and 
modern medicine ensures that 
they all survive to reproduce. In 
ten generations there would be 
10 billion Smiths, more than 3 
times the present world populat- 
ion. However, if each Smithhad 
only two children, then he would 
| only replace himself ard his wife 


and the population of Smiths 
would not increase. 
Where will our exploding 


numbers take us? Surely they 


Why do these problems arise 
and what are their causes? Peop- 
le pollute, both at home and at 
work. Industries pollute for 
them when they manufacture the 
goods they require. North Amer- 
icans are the worst offenders, 
with 1/15th of the world's popul- 
ation they consume } of the raw 
materials used each year in the 
whole world. Two hundred tons 
of water are used in the process~ 
ing of | ton of steel. When the 
steel is driven around the streets 
it leaves a trail of carbon mono- 
xide and lead compounds. So 
the problem is caused by people, 
particularly those witha highly 
technological culture. 

In North America we aren't 
short of food, yet, because we 
ore clever farmers witha large 
Proportion of the world's best 
land. We haven't been here 
long enough to produce too many 


will lead to famines and starvat- 
ion for mony. Countries tHdt 
‘have not' will cast envious eyes 
on the nations that 'have'. Wars 
have been started for this reason. 
Perhaps the boffins will be right 
and we will all die quietly to- 
gether ina ruined environment. 
Wouldn't it be better to ex- 
penda great deal of effort to 
stop; our increase and look after 


those we have already given 

birth to? Once this is done, if 

excess food is present then we can 
easily produce more people if we 
still feel lonely.

by unskilled labour who enjoy 
their work". 

What can we each do to help?

MEAT PRICE INCREASES 
NEXT YEAR 

Canadian consumers must face 
the prospect of sharp price increa- 
ses for food items such as pork, 
chicken, beef and possibly eggs 
six-12 months from now, Hyman 
Solomon reports in The Financial 
Post. For Canadian producers of 
feed grains, who until recently 
have not exactly been enjoying 
boom times, the immediate pros- 
pect is better prices. The Finan- 
cial Post's Ottawa bureau writer 
goes on to say the cause of all 
this is the Southern Blight, a kind 
of leaf fungus which has offlicted 
the U.S. hybrid com crop. Re- 
ports suggest crop losses of any- 
where from 5%-50%. The concen- 
sus seems to be that, at minimum, 
10-15 per cent of the crop will be 
lost. Consequently, feed-grain 
prices in the U.S. and Canada 
have firmed up considerably. The 
higher prices mean that cattle, 
pigs, chickens will be more ex- 
pensive to raise.

The World's Population

In my first article | stated that 
the exploding world's population 
was the cause of most current pro= 
blems or prevented their solution. 
The diagram shows the number of 
people alive, on the earth, over 
the last 1200 years. The estimates 
were published by the United Nat- 
ions. 

Scientists usually try to fit 
mathematical models to any series 
of numbers, to make them more 
understandable. At first glance 
the curve seems to be exponential 
or similar to compound interest. 
If this was the case, then the log- 
arithm of the number could be 
plotted against time and a straight 
line would be produced. The new 
line for the world's population, 
however, curves steadily upward 
too. This means that the rate of 
increase in ournumbers is increas 
ing and the situation is like asay- 
ings account with a rate of int- 
erest that is higher for each year 
of saving. 

The number of animals, includ 
ing man, that live in any area are 
regulated by four factors. These 
are the birth and death rates and 
the rates of immigration and em- 
migration. The last two are only 
of interest if we are studying the 
population of a part of the world. 
They can be dismissed in our dis- 
cussion of the world's population 
since there are no new North 
Americas to receive our excess 
people. 

If the death rate, usually cal- 
culated os the number of deaths 
per thousand of population, is 
smaller than the birth rate, then 

_ the number of people will increase 
Conversely, a birth rate smaller 
than the death rate causes the 
numbers to decrease. Ideally the 
birth rate anddeath rate would be 
equal; the newborn replace their 
Parents in the long term. Such a 
population would have zero rate 
of growth. 


The availability of food, the 
density of predators and the pre~ 
valence of disease and injury all 

_ effect the life expectancy of an 
animal. In an idealised, steady 
state population all animals would 
die when they reached their ex- 
pected years, instead of the life 
expectancy being the average age 


of death.

The estimated life expectancy 
of man has increased from 18, for 
prehistoric times, to 25, during 
the Roman Empire, 30, for the 
Middle ages, 32, for Masachussets 
in 1789, to 49 for the U.S.A. in 
1900. A more recent figure is 75, 
for the Netherlands from 1950 to 
1953. Predictions for the future 
range from 85 to 95 and higher. 
What caused the increase? 
Primitive man was a hunter who 
sometimes could rot find food and 
was often injured by the animals 
he hunted. Between 2,000 and 
3,000 B.C. farming was first prac- 
ticed. More food per acre was 
produced for immediate consump= 
tion and grain could be stored for 
lean times of the year. Life was 
more secure. Later developments 
of better transport and farming 


to less fortunate areas. Some peo: 
ple could be freed from the chore 
of food production; they became 
the city dwellers and the good; 
they produced could be used to 
buy food. In the most recent de- 
cades sophisticated medical care 
has removed the last great threat 
of premature death, disease and 
injury. 

Birth rates are usually affected 
by the proportion of females of 
reproductive age; this is high in 
an expanding population since 
young people predominate. The 
number of young produced per. 
female per year is limited by the 
reproductive design of the animal 
In humans, contraception can have 
an effect and also the customs of 
marriage age and preferred time 
of parenthood. 

At present we have a world’ 
death rate of 19 per 1,000 and a 
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achieve about half of its predic- 
“ted doubling for the next 37 years. 
A further 14 billion would be add- 
ed to our present 34 billion. This 
would bring our aumbers to 4 3/4 
billion. If the same percentage 
of the population was still under 
15 years of age and produced 
children, then another 2 billion 
would be born in the following 
years. The final total would then 
be 6 3/4 billion. The solution 
was applied but we still doubled 
our numbers! However,this would 
be the last doubling. 

Calculations ca1 be made us~ 
ing the maximum area of land 
cultivable in theory, the conver- 
sion rates from sunlight to food 
from current research work, and 
an estimated diet, to produce a 
Figure for the maximum number of 
people the world could feed. The 
diet used was one of 3,000 cal- 
ories' per day. Inhabitants of the 
For East had 2,070 calories per | 
day in 1958. If we grew and ate” 
only grain, the world could sup- 
port 38 billion. Without contra- 
ception we would exceed that 
number on the third doubling 
after the one predicted, in 37 
years. If we all ate pork we 
would exceed the maximum num- 
ber, 11 billion, on the next doubl~ 
ing after the one in 37 years. 
Surely this gives us food for thou= 
ght, or lack of food for thought! 
It also gives me a subject for an- 
other article.

If 
we are not to continue Increasing 
explosively until we run out of 
food, living room, air or water 
the birth and death rate have to 
be made equal. Two solutions are 
obvious and only three are pos~ 
sible. The birth rate couldbe de- 
creased, by massive, worldwide 
contraception, to 19; the birth 
rate solution. Alternatively the 
death rate has to be raised to 36, 
an increase of 17 per 1,000. This 
death rate solution calls for an 
extra death in every group of 
58.8 people per year - "cyanide 
pills or shooting Grandpa?" A 
third solution is a combination of 
the two. The balance must inev- 
itably be reached at some time, 
since man can no longer assume 
he is immune to the rules that 
govern all other plants and anim- 
als, the long run balance of new 
lives and death. 
"If the obvious and more cheery 
solution were applied, then the 
complete effect would not be ap- 
parent for probably 30 years, 
since 35 to 40% of the worlds’ 
population is now under 15. 

These people will presumably 
claim their right to have two 
children when they reach reprod- 
uctive age. If a massive program- 
me of instruction and application 
were introduced now, and took a 
little over twenty years to be ful- 
ly implemented, then we could 
expect the world's population to

What is most important here is the fact that the children are en- 
couraged to work in a variety of mediums. They express their artistic 
individuality not only in one dimension, through drawing and paint= 
ing, but in many, and gain a feeling for texture. They devel op, as 
well, great manual dexterity, which is easier to acquire ot a young- 
er age than in maturity. 

Many children, especially boys, in Ontario primary schools, con- 
fess they are not fond of "art" (some think it sissy). Undoubtedly, 
they would enjoy experimenting in other forms of artistic endeavour 
= wood carving, clay moulding, basketry and bead work. The var- 
iety would give more stimulation to their imaginations, and better 
prepare them to be self-reliant in future.

Each yeor in Canada, fire 
couses the death of over 500 men, 
women and children and the loss 
of over 120 million dollars worth 
of property, 

To prevent fires, everyone 
must understand what the fire 
dangers ore. Fire prevention 
through public education can be 
successful. 

Here are some of the ways to 
help you become “Fire Wise "!" 

*Discuss with small children 
the danger of playing with match-| 
es and building fires. 

* Inspect basement, attic and 
garoge, and take away old news- 
papers and other fire hazards. 

*Make sure that point, var- 
nish or oil is stored in tightly 
closed metal containers. 

*A yearly check-up of heat- 
ing equipment is advisable for 
sofety. 

*See that ashes from fire- 
place and furnace are put in 
metal containers and removed 
often. 

*Always unplug iron cord and 
other appliances when leaving 

- them. 

*Make sure extension cords 
do not present tripping hazards, 
ond are never hung on hooks or 
placed under rugs where they 
will be worn. 

“Be sure portable heaters ore 
kept away from curtains, drapes, 


furniture, walls and partitions, 
ond that they are checked reg- 
ularly and kept in good repair. 
*Make sure fireplace is cov- 
ered with metal fire screen. 
*See if proper-size fuses are 
in fuse-box. A 15-amp fuse 
should be sufficient in most cases, 
and too large a fuse is a danger.

Ontario's minimum wage, to _ 
be increased to $1.50 and hour 
from $1.30 October 1, will go up 
to $1.65 on April 1, 1971, Labor 

Ainister Dalton Bales said Tuesday 

The minimum rate in the con~ 
struction industry, now $1.55, ris- 
es to $1.75 on October | and to 
$1.90 next April 1. 

Mr. Bales said the April level 
will be the same as the federal 
minimum wage, and the highest 
provincial rate in Canada. 

, Alberta is to raise its mini= 
mum to $1.55 October 1 while 
British Columbia and Manitoba 
moves to $1.50 on the same date. 

Ontario's minimum wage has 
been $1.30 since January 1, 1969 

Mr. Bales said about 200,000 
workers will be affected by the 
October 1 increase. 

A number of amendments to 
the Employment standards Act, 
providing additional protection 
to workers on overtime and vaca- 
tion pay, also become effective 
in Ontario October 1. 

The revised act will protect 
on employee's vacation pay rights 
and notice-of-termination rights 
if a business is sold, providing 
he stays with the same establish- 
ment. 

Vacation pay will have prior~ 
ity over all other claims against 
the employer. 

The Labor department, which 
now helps employees collect un~ 
paid wages up to $1,000 now will 
help recover up to $2,000. 

All employees will be entitled 
to two weeks’ holiday with pay 
after two full years employment. 

Employers will pay a 10 per 
cent penalty on all unpaid wages, 
vacation pay and overtime pay-

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In my last article | said that 
there would be a shortage of food 
for the whole world, if we didn't 
do something about our population 
explosion. Before we can discuss 

the race between food production 
and consumption, we must take a 
careful look at the position of 
man in the scheme of things. We 
must consider his original position 
and the position he has taken upon 
himself. 

We may divide the surface of 
the earth into three major units, 
on ecological grounds. These 
ore the land, the seas and the 
fresh waters. Each one has sun 
light as the starting point for all 
life, the initial source of energy. 
Any chemical reaction can either 
occur spontaneously, with energy 
being released, or require energy 
to make it occur, to drive the re- 
action. All the processes involv- 
ed in the lives of all plants and 
animals can be thought of in 
terms of their energy budgets. 
Some processes use energy, some 
store it and others release store; 
all together they make life pos- 
sible. 

There are numerous subdiy- 
isions within each of the three 
units and each subdivision tends 
to merge with its neighbours. The 
differences are caused by varia- 
tions in the environment from 
place to place. The basics of the 
systems are however the same, the 
variations are fascinating but can 
be left to the biologist. 

The plant life on the land var- 
jes in size from extremely small 
soil forms to the largest redwood 
tree. All plants take water and 
minerals, from the soil, and com- 
bine these with carbon dioxide 
from the atmosphere. They use 
energy trapped by the pigments 
in their cells, trapped in the form 
of sunlight. to drive these reoct~ 
ions. The energy is stored in the 
chemical bonds in their body mat-| 

erials and can be released when 
needed, such as during the hours 
of darkness. 

This energy can also be used 
by a herbivorous animal. Such 
an animal eats the plants, breaks 
them down, absorbs them and uses 
the substances for it's own pro- 
cesses. They can be made into 
body material, where they pro- 
vide a store of energy, or burnt 
to release energy needed to drive 
their life orocesses. On the land 
the herbivores range in size from 
the smallest insect to the ele- 
phent. Since the plants in this 
system can be large, a big an- 

imal can obtain enough food per 
day to survive. 

The herbivore can then be 
eaten by a carnivore and similar 
things happen to the herbivore's 
tissues. They are used as body 
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material or for energy. Succ~ 
essively higher levels of carni- 
vores can then eat the first carn- 
ivore or a combination of herb- 
ivore and carnivore. 

A complex chain of feeding 
is therefore forged and is based 
on the plant production. Un- 
digested remains are passed as 
faeces and these, together with 
the dead bodies of plants and 
animals, are broken down and 
returned to the soil by micro 
organisms. They can then be 
recycled by the plants. 

In the marine environment 
the situation is similar. Sun- 
light is still the basic source of 
energy, but the minerals are in 
the water surrounding the plant. 
Light can only penetrate to a 
certain depth so plant life is 
restricted to the upper layer of 
water or photic zone. When 
the bottom of the sea comes up 
into this region, near the shore, 
large rooted plants can occur. 
Otherwise the plant life must be 

small enough to stay afloat in 
the surface waters. 

Since the plants are so finely 
divided a large herbivore would 
be unable to find enough food per 
day in the surface waters of the 
oceans. So the herbivores are 
also tiny and the first carnivores 
ore still quite small. Only the 
higher levels of carnivore are 
large and the materials in their 
bodies have been through a num- 


ber of conversions since they werels 


plants. 

All non-digested food and all 
dead bodies, including plants, 
fall to the bottom. This rain of 
organic material feeds a second 
community on the bottom. Small 
animals eat the fine material and 
are eaten by larger carnivores 
and soon. Ultimately the waste 
‘and bodies of both groups ore 
broken down to minerals, by mic 
fro organisms and recycled to the 
plants by the ocean currents. 

The life of freshwater lakes is 
rather similar to that of the sea, 
with an open water community 
and a bottom community. Streams 
gain a good deal of energy, or 
material, from the surrounding 
vegetation in the form of dead 
plants or animal tissue. This is 
passed to the lakes, together with 
the streams own trapped sunlight - 
by the moving water. Ultimately, 
all material from the lands and 
freshwaters would end up in the 
sea. 

The conversion of material from 
one level in the food chain to the 
next is not very efficient. A 
good working average seems to be 
around ten percent. In other 
words the weight of herbivores in 
any area, would normally be one 
tenth of the weight of the plants.

The weight of primary carnivores 
would be one tenth of their food 
or one hundredth of the plants. 
For each subsequent conversion 
there would be an extra zero on 
the end of the bottom half of the 
fraction. 

Man evolved as a high level 
carnivore, a hunting ape, in the 
land ecosystem. We have since 
taken to agriculture, thus lower- 
ing our level of attack on the 
food chain. This greatly increas- 
ed our available food. We have 
removed a great number of former 
competitors for the food material. 
However, we still battle the in- 
sect in the fields. "At the same 
time we feed a great deal to dom- 
ecticated animals and accept the 

loss involved in another conver- 
sion in return tor the taste of meat 

We have also extended our ex- 
ploitation of food chains to in- 
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inal farmland with limitations im- 
pose. Ly lack of water or by cli- 
mote. tropical torests may be 
unfe.mable because they turn to 
rock like laterite atter cultivat- 
jon for some time. Better farming 
tachoicues would improve yeilds 
, muny areas and we could cut 
out the wastage in meat product- 
jon by giving up bacon and steak. 
In freshwaters we could clean 
up polluted waters, never allow 
new pollution and prevent over- 
fishing. If we then managed all 
these bodies of water very effic- 
iently we could produce a reason- 
able amount of food. Freshwaters 
do not however represent a great 
proportion of the earth's surface. 
Some scientists feel that we 
are near the maximum limit of 
our exploitation of the oceans, 
with our present methods and eat- 
ing habits. We could increase 
our take approximately tenfold
